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Methodology 

Public Opinion Strategies is pleased to present 
the key findings of a statewide telephone survey 
conducted in Nevada. The survey was completed 
February 16-18, 2013, among 500 likely voters, 
with 125 cell phone interviews, and has a margin 
of error of +4.38 % . 

Glen Bolger was the principal researcher on this 
project. Jim Hobart was the project director, and 
Kyle Clark provided analytical support.
